PARTIES AND ECONOMICS. 
One form ,of human unreason is the 
habit men have of organizing themselves’ 
into political parties on an unsound eco- 
nomic basis. It is not for lack of in- 
struction that Americans in particular 
have clung to the vicious practice. They 
have been told. often enough that the 
only logical party division is into con- 
.servatives and progressives. They have 
been reminded how absurd it is to have 
% Republican Party and a Democratic 
Party. both ‘containing rich. men and 
poor, city folks and rural folks, forward- 
lookers and standpatters. To both the 
great national parties the suggestion 
has repeatedly been. made that duty re- 
quires their entering into a mutual ex- 
change éf. populations: on the Greco- 
Turkish model by which all the people 
who think economically together would 
be found on one side or the other of the 
Republican-Democrati¢ frontier. 
Underlying this proposed. reconstruc- 
tion is the theory of the Economic Man. 
It is a theory that received additional 
impetus when first the Soviet doctrine 
burst upon the world. Here was the real 
substitute for’ a discredited parliamen- 
tarism. . Instead of geographical repre- 
sentation there was to be economic rep- 
réséntation.. How absurd for the Wall 
Street banker and the chauffeur who 
happened to live in the same New York 
Congressional district to be voting for 
the same candidate! The real interest 
of the Wall-Street banker lay with the 
banker in the-next Congressional dis- 
trict and with the banker in San Fran- 
cisco;.and the-same for the chauffeur. 
Representative government would really 
represent when bankers, chauffeurs, 
farmers; factory . workers; recognized 
their: separate economic interests and or- 
ganized themselves accordingly. For the 
last word is always with Economics, 
Unfortunately, the-theory has its seri- 
ous exceptions and disadvantages, .the 
chief of which is that man obstinately 
declines to think ‘of himself as exclu-— 
sively..or even predominantly an. eco- 
“nomic animal.

The League 
Council in contemplating the enforcing 
aid’ of navy and army. intimated the 
place of, steel.’ Its cold sanctions are to 
be applied only when there has been ‘a 
refusal, on the part of any nation’ to. 
yield to a calm: and disinterested judg-. 
ment reached after cool deliberation. 
Toward such cooperation in keeping the 
peace of ‘the Pacific, the nation took a 
long step, in the Washington Conference 
for the Redu¢tion of Armaments. Thé 
convocation of an international: confer- 
ence of like purpose but of wider Scope 
was announced in yesterday’s dispatches, 
to take place next June. /If this confer- 
ence has its desired and anticipated suc- 
cess, the way will then be open to arbitra- 
tion and to- security without the “ con- 
“templation of the means of defense. of 
“our opponent,” which Mr. WixsuR alone 
finds so conducive “ to calm and .cool de- 
liberation.” 


It is to the cooling process of such 
cooperation to insure justice’ between 
nations Without the ‘initiation of steel 
that the civilized “world must look. 
In such conference’ we must officially 
participate, even though we may still 
stand outside the’ League, if there is to 
be an effective: outlawing. of war by. the 
peoples of the Western World. Other- 
wise, we may join in that belief in which 
Secretary Wiisur finds reason for the 
large naval expenditures on the Pacific 
Coast, that “the last acts of civilization 
“will occur-in and around the Pacific 
“Ocean.” It is a more hopeful prospect 
that looms upon the earth from the 
vicinity of Mont Blanc. Somewhere in 
literature there is a line which. tells: of 
the rivers that “rave ceaselessly ” at 
the foot of this mountain. The Associa- 
ated. Press dispatch from Gerieva yester- 
day tells of the delegates of the nations 
“ ceaselessly striving” thére to reconcile 
conflicting views and to reach a common 
consent. This is its contribution to keép- 
ing cool internationally.

Trial by proxy has not been uncommon

A LABOR UNION THAT KEEPS 
ITS CONTRACTS. 

The anniversary”of the wanton and 
unauthorized pres$men’s strike in. Néw 
York City found the International Press- 
men’s Union of North America taking a 
firm and commendable attitude in re- 
gard tothat unfortunate affair. Its con- + 
yention at Knoxville upheld the action of 
President Berry in fighting the strike, in 
canceling the charter of the local union 
which had violated its own contract with 
the publishers, in furnishing as many 
union men: as could be got from the out- 
side to man the offices of ‘the New York 
newspapers, and in reconm .cting the 
local union in ‘strict subordiuation to the 
principles. and. control of the’ interna- 
tional organization, “ Most remarkable 
of all, among the resdélutions adopted 
unanimously by the Board ‘of Directors 
of the International Union, was the’ one 
providing that: “the cost of: the New 
" York pressmen’s strike in every detail, 
“prior to and since the strike, shall! be 

“ charged to the web pressmen of New 
“ York, and al] amounts shall be -re- | - 
“ funded to the international in monthly 

“Anstalments by the sewly chartered 
“union.” This is something almost. un- 
precedented in labor union politics. ‘Not | 
only to condemn but to inflict a money 
punishment upon .the men guilty of ah 
unwarranted. strike must -be ght. of 
yas a means of discipline too little used 
but imperatively: demanded if labor 
unions .are.to maintain their own, self- 
respect, and are.to keep the confidence 
of those. with sca they make agree- 
ments, 

In his address to the International 
Convention, President Berry used plain 
language. The strike had been not only 
unlawful from the’ point of view of tinion 
rules and regulation, but -also violated a 
contract that carried with it the guaran- 
tee of the International Union. This it 
‘was! a ‘strike which was both unwar- 
ranted: and immoral, and. which the 
Board of Directors déserved praise for 
having repudiated and smashed. © Presi- 
dent Berry sought to be ‘perfectly im- 
partial in his estimates of the compara- 
tive moral standards of publishers and 
pressmen; but in this case; he asserted 
that the former were right and the latter 
wholly in the wrong. His words were: 

The New ‘York newspaper publishers | 

were engaged in conciliation... They. were 
committed -to arbitration. They accepted 

the principle of ‘collective bargaining. 

They were right and your Board of Di: 

rectors said BO. Our local organization in 

New | York ‘was ; commit to the same

Directors said so,

This site is certainly contiguous to 
the ‘fine broad road’ mentioned by 
Dickens, but this street cannot be 
said to be ‘in its place.’ Nor did 
the Charing Cross Road (the street 
referred to} come into existence un- 
til 1887; so that unless Dickens was 
daringly anticipative, that could not 
have been the thoroughfare indi- 
cated.”

Such places 
as the Black Boar, the Three Crip- 
ples, the Ship and Turtle, and the 
Six Jolly Fellowship Tavern arouse 
in the mind those coaching days 
when the horn sounded and the 
driver, armed to the teeth with pis- - 
tols because of possib:e highwaymen, 
urged his ‘horses upon their way. 
Mr. Chancellor is assiduous in dig- 
ging out these old inns. Take, for 
instance, the Six Jolly Fellowship 
Tavern, a name with which Dickens 
disguised an actual river-front dive. 
Dickens calls it “a red-curtained 
tavern, that stood dropsically bulg- 
ing over the causeway.”” And en- 
larging his description he later 
writes: ‘‘In its whole constitution 
it had hot a straight floor, and 
hardly a straight line. * * * Ex- 
ternally, it was a narrow, lopsided, 





wooden jumble of corpulent windows 
heaped one upon another * * * with 
a crazy wooden veranda impending, 
over the water; indeed, the whole 
house, inclusive of the complaining 
flagstaff on the roof, impended over 
the water.” It is to this place that 
Hexam and Riderhood of ‘Our 
Mutual Pfiend’’ resort.

THE AMAZING GUEST. By Gilbert

NE of the most difficult types 
of novel in which to maintain 
F the illusion of absolute reality 
is that in which the central char- 
acter is more than a mere human 
being, is, in fact, a symbolical per- 
sonage from whose unworidly ac- 
tions-an attitude toward lifé is to be 
read.

Mr. Fisk, the author of a 
ber of vol on the finances 
of Britain, France and other coun- 
tries, has gathered together into this 
book a mass of statistics bearing on 
all phases of international war 
financing. He writes with authority, 
and, what is almost as important, 
with lucidity. In summary form he 
has analyzed the cost of the war, the 
expenditure of each of the great na- 
tions, the amounts and method of 
borrowing, the international loans 
before and after the entry of the 
United States into the war, and the 
status of these loans in 1923. Nearly 
half the book ‘is devoted to an 
anlysis of the wealth and income of 
the various nations. 

This is a book for reference. In it 
will be found material drawn from 
all authoritative sources.

As a young ensign he embarked 
on.a cruise in the Pacific, touching 
at California at the height of the 
gold .rush. “During the Civil War 
he served on the ili-fated Cumber- 
land, which was destroyed by the 
Merrimac. Soon thereafter he was 
put in command of the Monitor. 
He was transferred from that ship 
before its famous encounter with 
the Merrimac, and later served in 
the campaigns on the Mississippi 
River. The chapters dealing with 
these events are spirited, and are 
sure to interest persons anxious to 
learn more of our navy in the Civil 
War. In his later life he com- 
manded surveying expeditions in 
Darien and in Brazil, and ended his 
naval career as Commander-in-Chief 
of the United States European 
Squadron in 1898. In this capacity 
he visited the courts of Europe and 
was presented to Queen Victoria and 
other crowned heads. His account 
of the coronation of the late Czar 
Nicholas of Russia is one of the most 
interesting bits of his diplomatic 
memoirs. 

Naval officers will find in this 
volume an inspiring record of the 
varied career of one of their most 
respected Admirals. Although great 
fame never fell to Admiral Selfridge, 
he enjoyed to the full that rarer and 
more prized gift—the’ personal admi- 
ration and devotion of his feligw- 
officers.

America’s Ideal of Democracy With Machine-Made Prosperity Wins Over the Rival Soviet Ideal

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AGED AND MIDDLE-AGED PRODIGIES | 


HE world has but lately read 
of the death of a-retired ship- 
master who sailed in many 
vessels and settled down at 
last, as all sailors hope to, in the 
country. As a mariner he would 
have remained in estimable obscur- 
ity, and his obituary would have 
been a line in the near-by news- 
paper, except for the chance that 
when comparatively well along in 
life he turned writer and set out on 
@ new career. 

There has been a deal of talk, first 
and last, about the infant prodigy 
who couches his cradle, wails in 
sonata form or asks for his doll in 
blank verse. But what of the old 
prodigies—men like Joseph™ Conrad, 
who somewhere along toward the 
middle of life, or even later, find 
themselves at a loss or with divided 
interest, or feel themselves miscast, 
and so, being at the end of their 
rope, break it and scamper off to 
new pastures? 

The biographies have plenty of 
them. They cover the whole range: 
art, science, learning, industry, war. 
All in all, though fewer, they are 
perhaps more interesting than the 
obviously predestined -Mozarts and 
Chattertons. Yet they have been 
neglected: there are volumes on the 
bright youths where there are hardly 
pages or paragraphs on the dark 
stars that flare up only when they 
have followed their orbits well 
toward the apogee. What are the 
collisions which turn thejr obscurity 
into a new brilliance? What laws of 
growth and mutation govern them? 

The subject has been scarcely 
grazed, though this is a period filled 
with talk of vocational guidance and 
no end of tests designed to keep men 
from losing half their lives. It is 
the age which has produced the fig- 
ure of the man in the forties who 
must dye his graying hair when he 
hunts employment. 

There is interesting matter here 
for the specialists to tell us about 
when the spade work has been done. 
Meanwhile, even a cursory ‘ook 
piques interest, and one recalls that 
Stanley Hall held the ages from 45 
to 65 to be most prolific of wreck- 
age—worse, he said, than the wild 
oats period. 

Here is an officer inthe mer- 
scribbling between 


of a factory, who is almost forty 
when he grapples with the thing 
that he must express. Here is a 
successful portrait painter, a man 
of polite pictures, and, like the man- 
ufacturer, beginning to be settled in 
his years, and on a iong ocean voy- 
age he wonders if mankind could 
not develop some way to communi- 
eate by electricity. So-the three of 


them upset their early years and 
there emerge Conrad, Sherwood An- 
derson and 8. F. B. Morse with his 
telegraph. 

It is not all as simple as putting 
on a new coat. When the cases have 
all been examined and the govern- 


ing factors analyzed, there will not 


result a neat little chart sharpiy di- 
vided into black and white, but a 
strip of colors like the spectrum, 
running the gamut from the infra- 
red of those who never suspect they 
might have genius for a new sort 
of work to the ultra-violet of those 
who are vitiated by knowing it too 
well but never try. 

All sorts of elements must be con- 

sidered, psychological, spiritual, eco- 
nomic, technical. For instance, there 
are clerks who even when they ledve 
their desks are only clerks emeritus, 
like Charles Lamb, but who yet bring 
forth their private interests, so that 
in time the world forgets the clerk. 
It may be late or it may be early, 
as with Lamb, who published at 22. 
These are not the true type: their 
symbol of life is not an acute angle 
but a parallel. 
Still other cases; not uncommon 
today, must be ruled out as not true 
instances of change. <A would 
stand for the Annapolfs or West 
Point graduate who leaves the ser- 
vice to carry his technical training 
into industry—yet there is one West 
Pointer, C. E. 8S. Wood, who became 
a lawyer when he was through fight- 
ing Indians and.in time took his 
place also as a poet. 

The rise of a new industry, like 
moving pictures, will account for 
more instances which are in fact 
specious; men from other businesses 
entered the production field, but 
they found no vastly different prin- 
ciples of trade. 

The trade of authoring scems to 
furnish more examples than any 
other, and here it must be consid- 
ered that the ambition of writing 
may lurk through the years, toiled 
at furtively, before the results ap- 
pear. Yet authoring is not all. 
There is soldiering. In the Long 
Parliament of 1640 there was a re- 
former, laughed at for his rustic 
dress; two years later he put on a 
sword belt and though he was 43 
years old and had no knowledge of 
the military art he took the field and 
never lost a battle. Moreover, his 
victories were always decisive. That 
was Cromwell. 

Jump to.our own time and to 
medicine. Dr. George M. Gould 
died not long ago, one of the most 
distinguished of ophthalmologists 
and editor of medical periodicals, al- 
though popularly of greater fame as 
the author of a book on Lafcaidio 
Hearn.

Ford is quoted as saying the first 
forty years don’t matter. That is the 
opposite to what Dr. William Osler 
said in 1905, in his Johns Hopkins 
address. The telling work of the 
world, he declared, was done by men 
under 40, and men over 60 were use- 
less. Study till 25, investigate till 
40, profess till 60; such was his for- 
mula. Perhaps, after all, it covers 
most of the cases of men who have 
changed horses in midstream, often 
with a family clinging to them. 

Osler’s opinion made no end of dis- 
pute and produced many from 
his critics on the age of iccess. 
W. A. Newman Dorland went at the 
problem, concerned with the age of 
achievement and wrote a book, ‘“The 
Age of Mental Virility,’’ pre ge 
the careers of 400 men, ded as 
workers and thinkers. His averages 
set the initial age of mental activ- 
ity—the first manifestation in lines 
in which the subject became famous 


—at 24 years for all 400, the aver- 


age for the workers being 22 and for 
the thinkers 26. His was not a plea 
for youth, however, and he went 
further in his analysis. He found 
the average duration of mental proc- 
esses to be 40 years for all, his two 
types giving 39 years for thinkers 
and 41 for workers. 

The crux of his argument is his 
inquiry into the average age of 
masterful production—the master- 
piece age. -He put the average at 
50 years (including the Keatses and 
Shelleys who died early), the figure 
for the workers being 47 years and 
for the thinkers 52. In this cate- 
gory chemists and physicists came 
youngest, at 41; playwrights, poets 
and inventors next at 44; novelists 
at 46, explorers and warriors at 47, 
composers at 48 and actors, who be- 
gin their careers at an average of 
18 years, at 48 also. In the first 
half of the fifties are the artists, 
divines, essayists, reformers, physi- 
cians and surgeons, statesmen and 
philosophers, and in the next half 
decade the astronomers, mathema- 
ticlans, satirists, humorists, his- 
torians and, at 58, the naturalists 
and jurists completing the roster. 

He made a division between ~emo- 
tional power and cerebral.

lent work in the early years, and, as 
their intellectual side develops, end 
their life-work or modify it.

There was a similar change in Tol- 
stoy, and Swedenborg was 57 when 
he had his first vision and became 
a seer and a mystic—‘‘changed from 
a subjective to an objective type of 
thought.”’ 

Doriand concerned himself with 
averages, not late-blooming prodi- 
gies, and-there are some of varying 
rank who bloom very late indeed. 
George du Maurier, whose drawings 
in Punch cover a span of 36 years, 
was 58 when he published his first 
novel and 60 when ‘Trilby’’ was 
brought out. He is an example of a 
dual talent which, when in full oper- 
ation, might be termed ambidextrous. 
His case is more than matched by 
that of William de Morgan, who 
made art his profession and stained 
glass and ceramics his specialty and 
wrote his first novel, ‘‘Joseph 
Vance,”’ at 66. 

These are men of a different sort 
from Dr. O. W. Holmes, who be- 
tween whiles in teaching anatomy 
and following medicine turned his 
hand to writing, finding a new suc- 
cess when near 50. 

They are different also from an 
architect like Hardy, who becomes 
an author at 32 and from the fail- 
ures.’ There are plenty of the latter. 
Gogol failed as actor, teacher, clerk. 
He, too, became a mystic and tried 
to die by fasting. Goldsmith failed 
in everything he touched—except 
writing. Defoe, son of a butcher, 
was intended for a dissenting minis- 
ter and he did a bit of soldiering and 
was a merchant besides before he 
worked up a trade as pamphieteer, 
and Cervantes did not publish ‘*Gal- 
atea’’ till he was 37 and had been a 
volunteer and a slave in Algiers. Or 
take Samuel Butler. In youth suc- 
tessful manager of a New Zealand 
sheep run, then art student, a dab- 
bier in science, a writer of letters to 
newspapers and a novelist at 37. 
And Samuel Richardson.’ plodding 
along at the half century mark as 
foreman in @ printer’s shop and the 
next year his name on the title page 
of ‘‘Pamela."’ 

Letters have no monopoly. Even 
music, with the youngest average of 
all in Dorland's tables—17 years as 
the starting point—can show a group. 
A. young naval officer, a mature 
critic, a guards officer, a professor 
of chemistry and a music teacher, 
all of them 30 or more save the 
first, and between them founding a 
new school. Their names are Rim- 
sky-Korsakoff, .Cui, Moussorgsky, 
Borodin and Balakirev. -_ 

Let diplomacy speak up with the 
venerable anecdote. The Envoy Ex- 
traordinary of the King of Spain to 
the King of England stands at work 
before an easel. “Ah,” says the 
passing courtier, ‘so his Majesty’s 
Ambassador occasionally amuses 
himself with painting?’” ‘On the 
contrary,'’ replies Rubens (he is a 
man of 52), ‘“‘the painter occasion- 








ally amuses himself with diplomacy.” 
The versatility of a Leonardo da 
Vinci—painter, sculptor, architect, 
physician, engineer, poet, magician— 
is like a radiation. That of a Wil- 
Ham Morris is an unfolding, for one 
string runs through all his beads, so 
that the man in his fifties setting up 
a printing press is a continuation of 
the man of 23 who forsook archi- 
tecture and turned to decoration and 
dye vats, with sagas on the side. 
Yet they are both pertinent, both“ 
foot notes to the theory that senes- 
cence begins in men in the early 
forties. : 

Take this theory and take the aver- 
ages in Dorland’s book, and one 
finds that a-man who changes his 
work in mid-career must plunge at 
once into high production. And still 
there are many who have done it. 
Some spiritual change (if you care * 
to cal] it that) gives them an un- 
suspected strength, just as a body 
change gave power to Luigi Cornaro 
and enabled the broken man of 40 to 
live to be almost 100 and write a 
book telling others how to do it. 
There are even the octogenarian. 
making new ventures—Plutarch go- 
ing to school again, Cato studying 
Greek, Socrates learning to play 
music. 

Is slow growth surer than the 
power of upstart wonder-youths? 
The question is not to be disposed of 
brashly in a cursory inquiry. One 
man in New York, who made the 
change when his hair had Begun to 
gray, says that those who take new 
occupations at the time of life in 
which he did are more likely to suc- 
ceeg than those who stick to their 
lasts and are more likely also to 
have a longer period of activity In 
the new field. A new interest in 
life brings into play all their pow- 
ers. These men find a new stake. If 
they are cynical of their old work, 
so much the better, he says; it gives 
them an advantage over those who 
have become cynical but who make 
no move. And this man says in ef- 
fect: “And how many mature men 
are not cynical about their trades?’’ 

One can point his comment with 
Socrates’s lyre or with a well-known 
moving-picture actor who was a 
stockbroker and his colleague who 
was a physician. Some one meas- 
ured the output of workers in an 
English button factory. The men of 
40 to 45 years produced 80 per cent. 
of what they had turned out when 
they were younger, at 55 they had 
fallen another fifth; ten years more 
and the percentage was only half 
what it was at 40. But the man 
who sets oyt on his button career at 
the age 40, with wasted years 
behind him, may coficeivably make 
as many buttons as any youth in the 
place, and therefore more than any 
man of his own age. If making 
buttons could become a passion, 
these dry statistics would furnish an 
filustration of the theory of late suc- 
cess in new ficlds. 

Besides, there is always pride, 
doubly strong in a man who has 
failed once, or at best believes his 
original work to be worth no more 
than dust. .

Such is the story that receives the 
credulity of many a high-born Rus- 
sian exile in the Balkans, in Ger 
many and in New York. Those who 
discredit the rumor regard it as a 
yarn in circulated to keep 
up the hopes of refugees, forlorn in 
many countries, and others, familiar 
with historic paraliels, believe it is 
only a question of time before the 
appearance of some one claiming to 
be the Czarevitch or even his mur- 
dered father. ) 

Opportunities to carry tout similar 
deceptions have occurred more than 
once in the past and were seized by 
those unscrupulous and bold enougt 
to use them. Scarcely a royal dy- 
nasty in Europe has not been 
plagued by some impostor setting 
himself up as a member of the fam- 
ty who was the victim of some sud- 
den, mysterious death. 

Few impersonations could be quite 
so unenviabie as these. They re- 
quire the height of recklessness or 
foolhardines#, A royal impostor pits 
his wits inst a th d and one 
contingencies, many of them quite 
unforeseen-and others but dimly dis- 
cernible, with the knowledge that the 
slightest hesitation in acting his part 
leads to ruin. In the event of ex- 
poeure he can expect no mercy; he 
faces the scaffold or a prison cell; 
and the best he can expect is dis- 
grace and ridicule. And whether he 
wins or loses his constant company 
is the fear of being found out. 

Nevertheless, the conditions sur- 
rounding royaity made it possible for 

postors to app , and probably 
some of these circumstances are re- 
sponsible for‘the legend that Eliza- 
beth, the ‘Virgin Queen,’’ was a 
man in disguise. 

Sooner or later the historic impos- 
tors were found out, suffered punish- 
ment, or, rarer still, went their 
ways. With the exception of an 
impersonator of a dead Russian Czar 
who ruled Montenegro, and thus may 
be said to have had a measure of 
success, all royal impostors have 
failed. Five impersonators of Sebas- 
tian. the ‘‘Hidden King’’ of Portu- 
gal, met devious ends four centuries 
ago. Lambert Simnel and Perkin 
Warbeck, who impersonated the 
young neces murdered in the 
Tower by Henry VII. of Engiand, 
likewise failed, one reaching the gal- 
lows and the other degraded to 
kitchen scullion. 

If history repeats itself, then, the 
world may expect seven imperson- 
ators of the Czarevitch, for such was 
the number that endeavored to per- 
suade France that they were the 
Dauphin, who did not follow Louis 
XVI. and Marie Antoinette to the 
scaffold but met a mysterious end. 

Of all the strange stories of imper- 
sonation of royalty, probably the 
strangest is one that is untrue. The 
legend that Queen Elizabeth was a 
man masquerading as a woman has 
been repeated by many a historian. 
The littie . so the story runs, 
was sent with her governess to 
Gloucestershire and while she was 
there Henry VIII. sent word that on 
a certain day he would pay her a 
visit. Shortly before the time that 
the_much-married monarch was to 

‘rive the child suddenly developed 

acute fever and died. The legend 
continues: 

The governess was distracted. 
Determined to defer the evil moment 
of disclosure until after the King’s 
departure, she rushed off to a neigh- 
boring village in search of 
other child whom she could off 
during the coming interview as her 
royal charge. No girl of proper age 
and size, however, was available and 
she employed for the purpose a 
young boy who had been during the 
previous few weeks one of the play- 
mates of the dead Princess. Him 
she clad in suitable garments and 
presented to the King, 
his visit and departed without the 
least suspicion that he had not seen

She began by asserting that she 
was the natural daughter of Henry 
Frederick, Duke of Cumberland, a 
brother of George III., who then sat 
upon the throne, and three years 
later she amplified her pretensions 
by proclaiming the legitimacy of her 
assumed birth, styling herself Prin- 
cess Olivia of Cumberland, She had 
the royal arms painted on the doors 
of ber carriage and drove about the 
Lendon suburb in which she resided 
with her servants clad in royal 
livery. After she had been carrying 
on in this fashion for more than: a 
year the self-styled Princess Olivia 
was arrested for debt ahd confined 
within the rules of the King’s Bench, 
where she remained a prisoner un- 
until death set her free in the 
early ‘30s.

Some years after it he- 
gan to be rumored that he had not 
died at all, but had escaped from his 
prison, and was at the moment liv- 
ing under an assumed name in a 
foreign country. This rumor, the 
falseness of which has never been 
seriously questioned, was responsible 
for a series of impersonations of 
royalty, extending over a period of 
nearly sixty years. 

The first impersonator of the dead 
Dauphin appeared in one of the 
French provinces in 1799. He as- 
serted that as a child he had been 
carried away from the prison in the 
Temple in-a basket of soiled linen, 
and his story, plausible enough, soon 
secured for him a number of fol- 
lowers. He was at first Igft alone 
by the authorities, but in the end 
he was arrested and brought to 
trial at Vitry. It was then proved 
that he was really one Jean Herva- 
gault, the son of a tailor, who had 
been guilty of somewhat similar 
frauds on several previous occasions. 
Instead of being sent to the guillo- 
tine, a punishment which had heen 
often meted out for political offenses 
much less serious during the pre- 
vious decade, he was merely sent 
to prison, where he died in 1812. 

The next three claimants were Iike- 
wise men of humble origin. The 
first was Persat, an old soldier; the 
second was Fontolive, a bricklayer, 


and the third was Mathurin Brun.’ 


neau, who, among other occupations, 
followed that of a shoemaker. Of 


’ the three, the last named alone dis-

CCORDING (to _ international 
bankers of the world the bat- 
tle of the nations is being 
fought out today on the floor 
of the Paris Bourse. The 

missiles are foreign currencies, the 
brokers ch a army and the 
} d in orthodox 
fashion bebind t the lines. To cheapen 
one another's currency; to rout the 
franc, the pound, the teu, in turn, 
that is the game—afterward to retire 
triumphant from the fray. - 

The Paris Bourse, unlike the New 
York Stock Exchange, offers an open 
battlefield for the foreign exchanges 
of the world. Their zero hour 
noon. Their barrage a paean of 
dent yells. And each day the battle 
grows fiercer, fanned by rumors 
from conferences, elections and new 
laws. 

In New York foreign moneys, like 
radishes and eggs, are ordered over 
the telephone: Each day millions of 
francs and sterling change hands in 
this way. There is no trading post

where bankers gather in New York. 
No open forum of exchange. This is 
warfare in ambush, sharpshooting 
behind telephone switchboards, sub- 
marining by underground wires. 
Traders with supplies of francs or 
florins call up their adversaries and 
quote over the telephone the price 
they will take. It is a case of “take 
it or leave it,” and reaction has to 
be instantaneous. No chance to 
study the face of the enemy, to gain 
time by hawking wares and waiting. 
The armies are telephone numbers 
and their ammunition is the tone of 
voice, the verbal technique, the finai 
inflection. Like conversing in the 
dark, they get no facial index of 
what is going on in the other per- 
son's mind. 

On the Paris Bourse, where the 
eyes of the world have been turning 
recently in this latest battle of the 
franc, the system is simple though 
violent. Its method of operating is, 
however, little known to the layman 
or indeed to the specialist, unless he 
happens to know some one on the 
inside in Paris. The general pande- 
monium of voices that issues in a 
foreign tongue from window and 
coulisse of the Bourse temple so baf- 
fies the stranger that he turns away 
in complete mystification. Once its 
mechanism is understood the Paris 
Bourse presents a unique system of 
trading that might profitably be fol- 
lowed in other lands. In fact, it has 
not infrequently been recommended 
that America establish an open floor 
market for her foreign exchange. 

The Bourse itself is a Greek build- 
ing situated on a broad, open square 
in the heart of Paris. With its attic 
roof,’ its sixty-six well-proportioned 
Corinthian columns and its uncom- 
promising rectangle this palace of 
finance produces an arresting effect— 
though the same effect might have 
been produced at a far less expendi- 
ture of means. Started in 1808 and 
finished in 1827, from designs of 
the famous Brongniart, this edifice 
seems not. undeserving of the nick- 
name~“bastard of the Parthenon.’’ 
Two hundred and thirty-four feet 
long, it. stands majestically back 
from the plaza, caged in behind high 
iron grills and approached by a long 
flight of easy stone steps.

Clients in Paris can never through 
the dishonesty or mismanagement of 
their broker lose one cent, no such 
defaications as have made history of 
recent years in New York being pos- 
sible in France. Innocent customers 
never suffer. They are paid to the 
centime. And each of the brother- 
hood of brokers writes off as a tax 
against his own stock the losses thus 
suffered at another broker’s hands. 
Each agent de change capitalizes 
himself into a private corporation 
and sells stock, against himself as it 
were. Theoretically his ‘“‘seat’’ or 
“‘charge,’’ as it is called in French, is 
worth at par the amount of its mini- 
mum capitalization of 2,500,000 
francs, that being the lowest sum 
that an agent de change is alléwed 
to put up when he starts business or 
ds a fellow ber or relative. 
His succession, moreover, must be 
by delegation from some retiring 
member, and it must be approved by 
the French Minister of Finance.

need outside capital to get himself 
started, but just as soon as he can 
he buys out his colleagues and elimi- 
nates outsiders until he owns the en- 
tire business himself.

ily back at the lowered price. This 
is all very well unless some one else 
has his little game and 
bought in the low-priced dollars. In 
which case the chances are that the 
supply being exhausted the first 
broker will be obliged to pay an even 
higher price for his dollars than he 
originally received, 

Paris is so near all the.foreign cap- 
itals of Europe that it communicates 
easily by telephone with London, 
Rotterdam, Berlin and Madrid. This 
enables it to engage in arbitrage—or 
a triangular market—to great profit. 
And this is done as follows: 

If, for instance, florins, the Dutch 
currency, are being sold at a high 
price on the Paris Bourse, it may be 
that simultaneously they are. cheap, 
in. London. So the agile trader in 
Paris sells florins on the floor of the 
Bourse and then dashes upstairs to 
the long-distance telephone and talks 
to the London market. The trader 
therefore buys the supply he has just 
sold ‘and perhaps a few hundred ad- 
ditional, and dashes back downstairs 
to. continue selling. them at the a4.

The point has been made by our 
energetic visitor, the Prince of 
Wales, that this is his manner of 
falling when he is mounted—not dis- 


mounted. It seems a point fairly 
taken. 
There is ‘“‘no young man,” says 


that great British sportsman, John 
Jorrocks, M. F. H., “‘wot would not 
rather ‘ave a himputation on his 
morality than ‘is 'ossmanship.”’ It is 
Mr. Jorrocks also who says that 
“*unting is the sport of kings, the 
image of war without its guilt and 
only five-and-twenty per cent. of its 
danger,’’ and adds: “‘Where, let me 
ax, is the man with the ‘oss that ’e 
will swear will never tumble down?”’ 

There speaks authority which even 
Princes must respect. Yet, to fall 
with the horse is not always well. 
In the Prince’s own royal line is 
fatal precédent. It was William of 
Orange whose horse stumbled upon 
a mole-hill so that he fell and the 
Jacobites had excuse thereafter for 
drinking the health of -the Little 
Gentleman in Brown Veivet who had 
slain a King. And there was George 
{IL., of obstinate memory—a less re- 
mote ancestor of the House of Wind- 
sor, and presumably not personally 
so ardent as the Prince to be 
mounted. King George fell with his 
horse, and great was the fall—but it 
was by proxy, when the citizens of 
New York pulled down, with stout 
ropes, made fasi, his ill-advised 
Majesty's equestrian statue of lead 
that dignified the Bowling Green, 
And of the lead made bullets to 
shoot King George's soldiers. Sup- 
posing these bullets to have found 
billets only in the bodies of hireiing 
Hessians, nevertheless, King George, 
in connection with the incident, lost 
half a-continent, including the Em- 
pire of Long Island, which in our 
day so mightily delights to entertain 
bis descendant with polo and large 
private parties. t : 

William the Conqueror must have 
fallen from his horse when in his 
corpulent old age he encountered by 
‘chance at the siege of the Castle of 
Gerberoi with his contumacious eid- 
est son, Robert of Normandy, who 
wounded his royal father impiously 
in the hand and killed his great war 
horse under him.

Bernard Shaw in his play imputes to 
her as vanity: By this fall the maid 
was. taken and delivered over to be 
burned on the pyre at Rouen. 

To be pulled from a horse is a par-~ 
ticular ignominy. But it may not al- 
-ways be avoided and death may well 
come that way to sinner as to saint. 
For so it happened to David's playful 
son, Prince Absolom, when he rode 
eut orientally upon an ass and was 
caught in the branches of a tree and 
left nanging to his end. Mr. Jor- 
rocks himself assuredly ‘‘carried 
scarlet without bringing it to shame”’ 
over many a field and fence, yet 
Mr. Jorrocks is his own confessor to 
an encounter with a thicket which 
neatly dismounted him when he was 
riding to hounds atop Artaxerxes. 
This trusty hunter was a tall brute 
blessed with that Roman nose which 
“‘adds so greatly to the gravity ofan 
‘oss’s countenance.’” Says the fa- 
mous author of “The Sporting Lec- 
tors’’; ‘‘Artaxerxes charged at a 
thing so big and black [meaning the 
thicket} that if a lanthorn had been 
held on the far side, you couldn't 
have seen it. He charged with such 
wicked wigor and determination that 
he left me sticking like a sweet lit- 
tle cherub aloft between two strong 
‘olders.’’ 

The same eminent British sporting 
authority observes that ‘‘on the turf 
and under the turf all men are 
obliged to be equal."’ So that a 
Prince fallen in the hunting field is 
leveled with common men as effec- 
tually as a Prince is who has suf- 
fered the final common lot of all 
men. Jn cross-country going “‘you 
are up and over if you aren’t down,” 
says Mr. Jorrocks.

But earlier that self-same day to 
Sir Tristram and Sir Dinadan as 
they rode through the greenwood 
had come a damscl. ‘‘For love of 
Sir Lancelot,"’ she dared the perils of 
the forest, ‘‘to seek after some noble 
knights of King Arthur's court to 
rescue Sir Lancelot,” who was about 
to be perfidiously waylaid (the dam- 
sel said) by thirty knights at once— 
all of whom Sir Tristram and Sir 
Dinadan doughtily dispersed, though 
Sir Dinadan performed his share of 
the task with Jed reluct: Ms 
As only ten knights of the thirty 
rode away from the encounter twenty 
must have fallen with or off their 
horses in thig one mé@iée. So, Sir 
Lancelot was preserved for Queen 
Guinevere. 

But Sir Tristram, that great lover, 
Presently met another damsel in an- 
other greenwood. She it was (for 
she was one of the wicked Morgan 
le Fay's little band of demyre girl 
guides to  perdition whose ser- 
vice was the misleading of good 
knights)—she it was who betrayed 
Sir Tristram into a most mortifying 
affair. For after he had enjoyed her 
pretty company upon the road for 
a while they met a “‘likely knight 
upon a great black horse, with a 
black covered shield.”’ And this 
knight was Sir Palamides the Pay- 
nim, so called because he wag ‘‘not 
yet christened.” And Sir Palamides 
took Sir Tristram ‘‘at a disadvan- 
tage and smote him over his horse's 
tail when he had no lance in his 
rest." 

‘Sore and ashamed of that fall” 
was Sir Tristram; And well he might 
be. For to fall backward over the 
horse’s crupper is a very base fall 
indeed. It is recorded that Sir 
“Lancelot of the Lake on one occa- 
sion took on abrace of knights and 
“‘with one spear smote them down 
both over their horse’s croupes.” 
These were knights-of no particular 
account. ‘What is memorable is that 
such a fall Sir Tristram also suffered 
whom all the world knows for a vefy 
prince-of lovers.. Poets without num- 
ber have immortalized his dalliance 
with one fair Iseult while he was 
wedded to the other. Wagner has 
made an opera about him that lovers 
melt merely to hear. And just lately 
Thomas Hardy has put him in a 
play to be played in his own country 
of Cornwall, of which the Prince of 
Wales is Duke. May no such fali 
befall the Duke!

VER a hundred years ago Lord 
Byron, thenin Florence, made 
his way, as do all sojourn- 
ers there, to the Franciscan 
Church of Santa-Croce. 

“The Westminster Abbey of Italy,’’ 

1. he had heard it called, because in its 

vaults, beneath its tombs, lie the 
famous of Italy, poets, musicians, 
artists, sculptors,. patriots, inventors, 
scientists, writers, politicians. Not 
kings; Santa Croce is only @ Church 
Temple of Fame. 

As Byron stood there, the vastness 
of the place sweeping on him from 
the high altar, bathed in the colors 
from the glorious fourteenth-century 
window glass of the choir, his eyes 
lifting from the golden-hued pillars 
with the coats-of-arms, to the lofty 
and singular timber roof, then fall- 
ing to the pinkish red floor with its 
many slabs to buried memory, trav- 
eling along the seven bays with their 
monuments to Dante, Michael An- 
gelo, all the mighty heroes of Italian 
gentus, the poet in him made answer 
a century beforehand to the Dean of 
Westminster Abbey, who has for- 
bidden the tablet to his own memory 
in ‘*Poets’ Corner.” Lord Byrorf 
sang: 

In Santa Croce’s holy precincts le 

Ashes gr mg make it holier, dust 


which is 
Even in itself an immortality 
Though there were seething save 
the t, and this, 
The sariele'a of those eubdlinities 
Which have lapsed to chaos :—here 
repose 
Angelo’s, Alfieri’s bones, and his, 
The starry Galileo, with his woes; 


Here Machiavelli's earth, returned 
to whence it rose. 


It might seem an interesting coin- 
cidence that Byron named exactly 
two geniuses whose deeds could have 
made them fall under the ban of the 
objections stated by the Dean as to 
Byron, Alfieri and Galileo, the one 
a rival with Byron as to the number 
of his love affairs, the other declared. 
the enemy of religion by the Church. 

Latin and Anglo-Saxon ideas, these 
two Westminsters reveal, do not co- 
incide on national attitudes to genius, 
nor, it might seem, on the question 
raised by Byron as to whether 
genius, whatever its acts, honors a 
Westminster, or a Westminster, 
genius. 

Designed to save souls, rather than 
to sepulchre genius, genius never- 
theless took it at once in hand. 
Arnolfo, greatest architect of his 
day, drew the plan. Giotto, Italy's 
greatest painter of the era, archi- 
tect, sculptor, took charge of the 
works; Dante, who ‘‘loved his Fior- 
ence well,’’ suggested and advised. 

The facade of Santa Croce was not 
added until 1863. Very modern and 
of marbles of different hues, it owes 
its completion to an Englishman, a 
Mr. Sloane of the British colony of 
Florence, who by loans and gifts of 
money made its existence possible. 

The interior of the vast building 
makes on some, especially those who 
grow familiar with it, as Ruskin, an 
impression of béauty, on others, one 
of confusion, its strange roof, one 
of but two of the kind in Europe, 
being thought to interfere with the 
effect of the church by truncating 
the pediment at each end. The 
plan is that of a-Latin cross, the 
nave cut sharply across with ten 
chapels, which produces the effect 
of making the apse seem but a kind 
of narrow recess. 

The choir is decorated with fres- 
coes, the floor is of pinkish red, the 
pillars of a lovely golden hue, in 
fine contrast with the colors of the 
coats-of-arms of Florentine families 
with which their sides are adorned. 

The glories of Santa Croce, apart 
from its tombs, are its windows 
filled with Apostles, Popes, Saints, 
Kings, and of the most glorious of 
glass, on bright mornings flooding 
the church with a rainbowed giory; 
the Bardi Chapel decorated by Giotto 
and relating the life of St. Francis; 
the Pazzi Chapel with its Della Rob- 
bias. 

But; as Leigh Hunt has said, it is 
the presence. of the great men in 
their sepulchred sitence in Italy’s 
Westminster which casts ‘‘a mingled 
shadow of the awful and beautiful 
over our thoughts.” 

The accident that made the church 
of the Franciscans the Temple of 
Fame for Italy came about “because 
the two families of Buonarotti ‘and. 

Viviani had burial rights there. 
When. Michael Angelo Buonarotti 





died it was but following the family 
program for him to lie in the Buo- 
narotti vault. The Viviani tomb, as 
it happened, opened to receive one 
not of its name, but a man under 
the frown of theology, a one-time 
victim of the Inquisition of that 
very Church of Santa Croce, the 
beloved tutor of one of the Viviani, 
who was later to sleep beside him. 
The tutor chanced to be ‘“‘the 
starry Galileo’’ and with the burial 
of two “men: so famous in Santa 
Croce there arose the desire, first 
among Fiorentines, later throughout 
Htaly, to lay other great men in 
their company. Admirers of St. 
Francis like to believe that was 
the hold that their saint had 
minds of men that led

From the words on the other we 
learn that this same Countess of 
Albany, fifty-one years after the 
death of Alfieri, came for her own 
rest beneath it. The connection be- 
tween the two is one of the immortal 
romances of literary history, one of 
the famous. love stories of all time, 
one forever through these tombs 
connected with Italy's Westminster 
Abbey. 

Those who live in Florence, now 
and then glance upward at a bat- 
tered old weathervane on a house 
not far from the English Church, 
which goes flapping, whirling, to 
and fro around and around, in-the 
wind from the Apennines.

In the floor of Santa Croce alone 
are 276 slabs, on twenty-seven of 
which are life-size figures. Feet of 
worshipers of centuries ‘have well- 
nigh obliterated the inscriptions on 
the greater number of these slabs 
and we must take it on trust that 
Gaddo Gaddi and Andrea Tafi,. as 
well as scores of equally famous men 
of art or letters, repose beneath 
them.

To the credit of Alfieri be it said 
and perhaps to the satisfaction of 
the Dean, never had he, like Byron, 
as a London editor has put it, made 
“literary asset of his moral bank- 
ruptcy.’” On the contrary, he was 
& great and devoted patriot, one of 
that group of poets of his day who 
first made use of verse to set forth 
the prineiples of liberty and what is 
known as modern politics. 

But would the Dean of Westmin- 
ster have shut his eyes, with all 
that, to the Countess of Albany, with 
the old _weathervane tclling and re- 
telling the story to posterity? 

. Another tomb might challenge the 
Dean also.

For more than fifty years Galileo 
could not be removed from the se- 
clusion of the Viviani vault to the 
present place of his monument 
because of its menace. Cecco 
@’ Ascoli, famous astrologer, poet, 
doctor, suspected of being ‘‘full of 
perilous stuff,"’ and proved by the 
Inquisition *‘full of heresy,’’ despite 
his fame, was hurried far from 
Santa Croce beyond the city walls 
and came to his end at the stake. 

He never was commemorated in 
Santa Croce, but he has obtained his 

immortality. When “old Pa- 
"s Gian,’’ as the Florentines used 


had its censorship of 


~ to call Giovanni Papini, started his 


futurist paper, he called it 
“*L'Acerba,"’ in honor of the poem of 
Cecco d'Ascoli, perhaps because it 
too was ‘‘full of heresy’’ and bitter 
against the things of orthodoxy. 

Minor celebrities are honored in 
these cloisters, but into them, the 
grass green, the morning bright, 
sunny-and yet mild, one day just 
before the war came the members of 
the English and American colony to 
unveil a monument to a woman of 
English blood, but one whose deeds 
have made her of every country. 

Born in Fiorence, bearing her 
name, it was permitted to count 
Florence Nightingale among Italy's 
famous dead, as ‘‘the Lady of the 
Tamp’’ she lives on the memorial, 
placed outside -the church proper, 
she having been & Protestant, but 
making her one with that Italian 
“choir invisible’ of the immortal 
dead whose silent peans of genius, 
as Byron says, make the greater of 
the ‘two services of the old Francis- 
can Church. 

In the Medici Chapel, at the end of 
the corridor near the sacristy, keep- 
ing company with the lovely shrine 
done by Mina da Fiesole, is a monu- . 
ment to a young American girl who 
died in Florence. It is executed by 
her mother, a Mrs. Faveau, both of 
them women of talent and gifts. 

In the nave of the church itself is 
@& monument of no artistic merit 
which was placed there on the four 
hundredth anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America, mainly because 
in Santa Croce is the vault of the 
family of Verrazzani, one member of 
which was the American explorer. 








SYNTHETIC MYTHS OF RUM ROW 


Legends Made Over Night and Lost and Found Along the Seaward Beaches

NCE upon a time it took a 
century at least, and maybe 
two or three, to set up a 


_ legend. But that was long 
and long ago. Nowadays such 
tales are made overnight syn- 


thetic myths while you wait, and 
you can get nearly anything you 
choose to order (all proffered in good 
faith), from buccaneers in sea boots 
to folk tales with an up-to-date go- 
getter twist which would make Diue- 
beard himself a stock company and 
put Inc. after his name. 

if you doubt it, roam along Rum 
Coast. At every second mile from 
the most southerly of the long white 
beaches to their northern tip you'll 
kick up a brand-new legend;. as of- 
ten as not it’s just as good as the 
tales of Morgan the Pirate and his 
Cocos Island treasure. 

Perhaps, sometimes, it is even 
better. There was the Flying Dutch- 





man—the old original, the storied 
phanton ship of the Cape of 

Good Hope. How many gen- 

erations have given it their 

respect, each adding a bit to it? 

Yet the year 1924 has brought 

forth a Flying Dutchman all 

its own, with radio and_jazz, 

and credence in the other has 

been outdone. The marvel of 

the cabaret liner off Long Is-~ 
land is not that it was found to 

be a myth, but that (before, 
the disproof) men of all sorts 

said: “Of course, I knew it all 

alorg.”” A few cocked a canny 

eye and gsked, ‘‘Why should 

any one go fifteen miles to 

get au drink?” But even these 

were most audible after, and 

not before, and while admirals 

and prohibition dignitaries set 

bout investigating, there were 

plenty close to the scene who 

deciared flatly that the discov- 

ery fitted into a -thousand bits 

of knowledge which had come 

to them. 

The mushroom legends of 
Rum Row are packed as snug 
and plenteously as cases in a 
hold. 1t is 200 years or there- 
about since Captain Kidd went 
spanking along where rum 
ships lie now. Only a short 
time back a holiday digger in 
the sands of Thimble Island 
found a gold ring like oné 
which was stolen from a sevyen- 
teenth century king, and men 
recalled Kidd and his cutlass 
and the, scrap of paper he 
handed down from the gallows 
marked only: “44,286,6138"— 
the position of the isle, his- 
torians have told us, where 
there was still other treasure. 
What tales will be recalled by 
our great-great-grandchildren 
when men delving in those 
same sands strike wood and 
find a case of Scotch, buried 
all this while? “And will they 
send it to a museum? 

The folklorist of Rum Row. 
however, has for a motto, 
“Eventually, why not now?” 
and he waits for no lapse of cen-} 
turies, but tells you at once (and | 
darkly) what he knows for certain.

—tales like this do not reach shore 
complete, especially as the pirates 
usually leave enough liquor aboard 
to make the vessel seizable if she 
runs crying to port. 

Nevertheless, such doings are a 
part of the stock of legend, for what 
is known of them grows fast once 
it is let loose, and it seems unlikely 
that either word-of-mouth or the 
writings of professional romancers 
could make some certain schooners 
change their names more _ swiftly 
than they do in the rum zone. 

Of all the tales that run probably 
those about the latter-day pirates 
will linger longest after the cargo 
of the last booze ship -has been 
drunk up. The world at large ap- 
pears not yet to realize that piracy 
is more active today than at any 
time since Job's -Lane was cut 
(through at Southampton, and that 
was in 1663. The public prefers to

however, will find plenty of ma- 
terial at hand anywhere from Cape 
May to Montauk Point—legends al- 
Teady sprouting or just the seeds

where the trees beyond the white 
sand are shaped by the wind. 

Stories sucb as these could be told 
‘lightly, with an eye for standard 
shore types and frequent ‘‘dems’’ 
and ‘‘goshes.'’ Or they could be 
told melodramatically, like a movie, 
with swift craft called gray phan- 
toms.. But..the man who is up 
against such things sees them per- 
force realistically; sometimes he 
may know it all for huggermugger, 
but sometimes he may know there’s 
& dead man to show for it, and 
that’s more than most legends can 
boast. Perhaps he is a fisherman 

at some hamiet with its 
wharf; he is.a fisherman like 
any other, except maybe for 
a pair of patent binoculars, 
Somewhat too excellent. If 
rum pirates are mentioned 
when others are around, the 
word brings boisterous jocos- 
ity. Who ever heard of such 
a thing? If your fisherman is 
alone, however, he may prove 
frank, though not forward. 
He knows this game of gull 
and mudhen because he is the 
lesser, plodding bird. 

He indicates a point down 
the coast. 

“One of ‘em went ashore 
there,’’ he says, quite. matter 
of fact. *‘The revenue agents 
were after her. The crew went 
over the side and got away and 
the Government got the hoat.’’ 

He puffs at his pipe a minute 
or two. Then he points with it 
in the other direction. 

“One of ‘em blew up there, 

~ off the rock, a while -back. 

Gasoline explosion. Two of ‘em 
got killed. She was goin’ out.” 

But he, himself, of course, 
hever saw any of them. He 
just fishes. 

The hurricane which towns- 
folk read of when it battered 
up liners a bit has strewn the 
beach with boats. Twenty or 
more, besides those that sunk 
A rum runner or two among 
them, but mostly fishing boats, 
and for some of their owners it 
comes close to meaning ruin. 

“Well,’’ the visitor ventures,

It's all controled by the big 
fellows--the companies. You 
got to see the Lawyer. Be- 
sides, they ain‘t bringing much 
in around these parts.

The hurricane has sent the rum 
ships scurrying from the row and it 
has made trouble for pirates, too, 
whether hardened river pirates from 
New York or hijackers after cash re- 
ceipts or casual venturers from an- 
other part of the seaboard who do 
their work with a grin. Kut they 
can make it up easier than the 
fishermen, who disagree with cusses 
at the suggestion that fish prices are 
high because everybody has given up 
nets for the burlap that holds botties. 
That suggestion, - too, 
for legend. 

It’s a strange lot of chatter Kum 
Row ..has let loose on New York's 
suburbs and Summer placex north 
and south, so that youngsters talk 
of forged orders honored at liquor 
ships, and of oil trucks duplicated 
even to the license number, for cart- 
ing the stuff to the city; of men who 
could make $12,000 by merely turn- 
ing on their heel, and of auto lights 
that fool the patrol and other lights 
that wink in code with as many 
colors as a Roman candle. ‘The 
Coast Guard, with its twenty de- 
stroyers and 300 motor boats, may 
net the rum runners and so send the 
rum fleet to seek new anchorages, 
but the Coast Guard cam thank its 
lueky stars it hasn't been set to run- 
ning down the rum legends. Only 
time can.do that—and see what time

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HUMOR AND PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES 


With Illuminating Instances of Public Men Who H ave Successtully Concealed the Fatal Gift 


By CHARLES WILLIS THOMPSON 
AN a humorist be. ‘elected 
President. of the United 
States? The answer is No— 
not if he is suspected of being 

a humorist beforehand. The ques- 

tion emerges at the moment be- 

cause John W. Davis has used his 
wit frequently during the campaign 
thus far. The political sharps pre- 
dict that if he does not lay off. his 
propensity toward satire and pre- 
tend to be as nearly a solemn ass 
as possible, he will measurably de- 
crease his chances of election, and 
there is not the slightest doubt «hat 
they are right 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Davis is 
more of a wit than a humorist. In 

England wit does not seem to be 

such a handicap to a prospective 

Prime Minister as humor is in 

America to a prospective President. 

& large part of Mr. Davis's popu- 





larity in England when he was the 
American Ambassador arose from 
his ability to make speeches in which 
the wit was of the type that ap- 
pealed to the British—restraint, 
hint, understatement. A good deal 
has heen written about the djffer- 
ence between American and English 
humor, but the essential difference 
is the English liking for the humor 
ot understatement and the Ameri- 
can preference for the humor of ex- 
aggeration. Inability to see this is 
responsible for the belief so tena- 
ciously held among our Babbitts 
that the English have no sense of 
humor. 

However that may be, a cursory 
examination of some of Mr. Davis's 
speeches in England demonstrates 
clearly enough his possession of a 
rapier-like wit that could,.and did, 
set the tables in a roar. He is evi- 
dently putting himself under con- 
siderable restraint in this matter in 
his new rdle of Presidential candi- 
date, but he cannot altogether pre- 
vent the public from discovering his 
natural tendency toward satire. 

There is no question that in so far 
as he permits this fact to escape he 
will make his audiences uneasy, for 
Americans do not love either wit or 
humor in a Presidential candidate. 

It may be thought that Lincoin’'s 
humor invalidates the truth of what 
i have said, but Lincoln became 
known «as a humorist only aftey he 
had beef safely elected and inaugu- 
rated. when it was too late to do 
anything about it; and his example 
is earnestly commended to Mr. Davis. 
When“ in February, 1860, Lincoin 
was brought on to be exhibited to 
the East at Cooper Union, it was 
mainly for the purpose of showing 
the Atlantic Coast that he was u« 
serious-minded: statesman. He car- 
ried out his part, of the job so well 
as to reassure completely those who 
had thought of him as a wild West- 
erner, and it was from that moment 
that his Presidential boom was really 
launched. Lincoln was a great 
statesman, but he was alse a shrewd 
politician and never overlooked any 
tricks. For that matter, even in his 
debates with Douglas in 1858 there 
was not much humor, though there 
was a good deai of irony, and this 
irony made the East vaguely uneasy 
until! his solemn speech at Cooper 
Union. 

The political coast is strewn with 
the wrecks of public men who did 
not throttle their sense ofhumor in 
time. A conspicuous example is Job 
E.. Hedges, a man of great ability, 
preternatural 


things—knowing which shell the pea 
was under. His power of doing this 
in advance of other people nourished 
his natural bent toward satire, and 
as our public makes little distinction 
between satire and jesting. Hedges 
became to the popular imagination 
a mere buffoon, which is about the 
furthest possible remove from what 
he really was. 

In truth he was a political philoso- 
pher, and if he had been grave in- 
stead of witty in stating the truths 
his quick mind unerringly -perceived, 
there is no office to which he might 
net have aspired. . He discovered 
this. at last, but only when it was 
too late. He was actually nominated 
for Governor of New York and was 
instantly caricatured everywhere in 
the costume of a clown and even as 
a court fool. The public would not 


taKe him seriously. He was Job the 
Joker. In truth Hedges was neither 
a joker nor a story-teller, but a wit 
who clothed his philosophy in terms 
of satire 

Perhaps a year after his defeat I 
called on him to get an interview 
and did not get it. Hedges said that 
his reputation as a clown was so 
firmly established that anything he 
vaid would be misinterpreted, and his 
one desire was to keep his name out 
of the papers until. his false reputa- 
tion could be lived down. The sub- 
ject I wanted him to talk about was 
perfectly serious, bit that made no 
difference, nor did Hedges ever 
again say anything for publication. 
This was a distinct loss to the body 
of clear-cut thinking and intelligent 
criticism on political subjects, which 
is notiso large in America that it 
ean afford such losses. 

When John Sharp Williams was 
first elected to Congress, Henry

The notification speech itself 
aroused not mere disapproval, but a 
blast of actual anger, mounting 
almost to fury, from all over the 
country. 

Williams had’ a low opinion of the 
intellect of W. J. Bryan, but in this 
respect, Bryan proved himself the 
wiser man. It will probably aston- 
ish ninety-nine one-hundredths of 
Bryan’s friends and foes to be told 
that In private he is full of humor, 
but it is true. In public Bryan 
never permits a hint of this dam- 
ning fact to escape, but in a -sniall 
circle of friends he exudes humor at 
every pore. He ~has wit, — too,

Only once or twice, and 
then under the influence of strong 
emotion, has he permitted a hint of 
his secret powers to éscape him, as 
at the convention of 1912, when ex- 
Governor McCorkle of West Vir- 
ginia interrupted one of his speeches 
by shouting, ‘“‘Are you a -Demo- 
erat?’’ Bryan hesitated, thrust his 
palm-leaf far straight at the face of 
McCorkle, who was jnmping up and 
down in front of him, and retorted 
with terrible sarcasm:

OR a long time, now, wise 
heads have been shaking, and 
less knowing heads have been 
bobbing, over the ills of opera 
Specialists, great ones, 

have undertaken the case with vary- 
ing results. The remedies of some 
have moved the public to enthusi- 
astic approval. while others have 
evoked marked disapprobation. But 
the opinion still prevails—opera is 
not becoming as increasingly popu- 
lar ag it should be. And why isn’t 
it? 

Of course, with the index finger 
pointed toward the Metropolitan 
Opera House some one might gently 





suggest that statistics of that great 
institution .would perhaps modify 
auch a sweeping statement. Statis- 
tics of attendance there undoubtedly 
are impressive, but they are partly 
discounted, at least, by the fact that 
the Metropolitan has no competition 
—save possibly the short season of 
the San Carlo Opera Company, that 
this is Amefica’s centre of music, 
and that a town of six million people 
should be ashamed of itself if it 
didn’t appreciate and give support 
to one opera. house. 

There is no quarrel with the faith- 
ful; they stand by through thick and 
thin. They will go to hear ‘‘Aida’’ or 
“Faust’’ or “Ernani’’ again and 
again, year after year. But new 
friends are gathered in slowly, very 
slowly. For a good many of the 
twenty-odd years that Geraldine Far- 
rar has been a leading factor in the 
musical world she has believed that 
there was a cure for opera’s troubles. 
She has had the conviction that opera 
should be more popular and has given 
a good part of her life to making it 
so. ' The trouble lies both with the 
opera and the public, Miss Farrar 
believes. The operas have not 
pleased the public, that is the public 
in general, and the public simply 
won’t go and pretend that it likes it. 

And now Miss Farrar is going to 
try out her ideas in practice. Begin- 
ning the iast of this month—Sept. 
26, to be exact—she will offer for 
the approval of the people of this 
country grand opera cut down, 
sawed. off, blue penciled 
and softened. For her working 
basis she has taken ‘‘Carmen,’’ be- 
cause of the popularity of both 
music and story, which. allowed of 
adaptation as successfully in pic- 
tures as in opera. The stirring 
arias—The Habanera, The Toreador 
Song—are known everywhere. She 
has worked ese into a ‘‘singing 
comedy,’’ cing, as she says, the 
entire production to ‘“‘life size.’’ 

Spectators in Oshkosh will not 
have to swallow their dinners whole 
to get to the opera at 8 o’clock nor 
will they find themselves still at the 
opera house when midnight curfew 
rings. Miss Farrar will tell the story 
All the’ 
essentials are retained and she has 
aimed, she says, to have the entire 
production express harmony of line, 
harmony of-color, harmony of tone. 

“The present operatic fantasie of 
‘Carmen’ is no recent or sudden de- 
eision-on my part,” said Miss _Far- 
rar. Rehearsals were just beginning 
that day and she had been hearing 
voices, going over sketches for sten- 
ery and even then scattered on the 
table of her drawing room ‘were 
several Costume designs that awaited 
her final approval. 

“For years I have felt that opera 
was too magnificent, too. overpower- 
ing for the average person to care 
for,” she went on. “Opera strives 
to tell life’s stories. With the aid of 
music the stories should be made su- 
premely moving, but they have not 
been There has been such exag- 
geration that the senses cannot 
grasp the fundamental idea and 
great art is lost except to those who 
have a definite background of mu- 
sical education. The others are 





“afraid of opera, are overpowered by 


it, and choose any other amusement 
in place of it. 

“It is not that people of this coun- 
try do not appreciate good music. 
But they won’t ac- 
cept it just because it is‘ good music. 
They must like it. Either it must 
be an old friend or it must be an 
attractive new friend that arrests 
their attention beca of beauty, 
grace or expressiv I have 
never failed to move an audience to 
the greatest enthusiasm’ by singing 
the “Habanera.’ Of course, it is 
dashing and brilliant, but it has no 


| tee exquisiteness of its style, 
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Greater art than any number of 
songs I could mention. Yet people 
know it, they have. heard it on their 
phonographs, and a Spanish shawl 
and a few roses give them the pic- 
ture they desire. 

“I regret to say that for one lis- 
tener genuinely interested in, say, 
Der Nussbaum, there are thousands 
who sit in apathy through it and 
rise to cheer and stampede at the 
familiar vision of a mantilla adorned 
with roses, among them the devotee 
of the more subtle classic.

Miss Farrar’s 
stage will be small in fact; it can be 
reduced to twenty feet, depending 
upon the size of the theatre. Normal 
distances are allowed for expression 
of tonal and dramatic values. 

Miss Farrar says she has long 
been a sufferer fromi amber lights, 
used to give the effect of sunlight. 
Sunlight will figure, nevertheless, 
prominently in this new production, 
since so much of the action in ‘‘Car- 
men’’, takes place under the cloud- 
leas sky. The scenery and the cos- 
tumes will both be bright, but the 
chief aim is never for a moment to 
allow this brightness to overshadow 
the individuality of the character or 
the interpreter of the character. 

“The action,’’ Miss Farrar said, 

“can be as natural as if it were done 
in a drawing room. No one is to come 
out of the picture until the end of 
the performance, for we want to 
crowd in all the spontaneity possible. 
since by so doing I believe that all 
will have greater individual expres- 
sion. The music will be free from 
loud noises. There are only sixteen 
in the orchestra. 

“I still choose to be the singing- 
actress in this new enterprise, and 
my added pleasure of contributing to 
the illusiqns of the performance has 
nothing to do with the anguish of 
the budget scrutiny. My business is 
to entertain successfully a public 
that for twenty-odd years has come 
to look upon my offerings as worth 
while in original conception and in 
advance of accepted traditions. In- 
dependence in such a production 
lies in the fact that we have no or- 
ganized board or group of subscribers 
to consider or flatter. It is our own 
enterprise as to conception and pre- 
sentation and is offered as any pub- 
lic entertainment, with a desire to 
give a novel and beautiful operatic 
offering in cities where such things 
May rarely be heard. It must be 
attractive in appeal and lucrative in 
appreciation — sister results that 
promise to go hand in hand if prop- 
erly organized for. 

“*The manner of beginning a career 
nowadays is indeed a subject for 
criticiam,” declared the singer, ‘‘for 
nothing seems to be done in the vocal 
studios today but the drudgery of 
unthinking solfeggi and the mechani- 
cal process of pounding into unde- 
veloped—ofttimes anti-musica!—intel- 
ligences a few operatic roles for the 
earliest possible exploitation. Panto- 
mime, grace, ease of gesture and 
stage deportment are indispensable 
to the complete picture of our mod- 
ern operas, no matter how lovely the 
voice. I was once amazed to hear a 
very famous singer remark that all 
one needed to learn in acting for 
opera was contained in three move- 
ments: the stride forward, the arms 
on the breast, or the arms out- 
stretched. No mention of facial ex- 
pression, the singer's attention never 
was allowed to wander beyond the 
confines of the larynx, and as long 
as the pleasant gurgling continued 
to thant her audi she gave 
no further thought to possible fur- 
ther d@velopments to enhance her 
attractions. 

**‘A wail has recently gone out over 
the country that the concert artists 
must either band together in one 
stupefying program, like a bargain 
counter sale, or announce some ma- 
terial that can compete in attraction 
with offerings less classical in choice 
and price—and, I may add, often 
more diverting. The public is cer- 
tainly the judge of our wares, and 
artists must meet the public on some’ 
common ground. We cannot stand 
aloof and say, ‘No, I am first and 
last an artist and I will interpret 
only Der Nussbaum.’ We must be 
flexible enough not to be obstinate. 
I have found that the public greet 
enthusiastically enough anything, 
artistic if it is presented with vision 
and some thought of the viewpoint 
of an audience. The day of set con- 
cert-giving has gone out. We have 
moved beyond it. The artist must 
recognize in the radio, the motion 
pictures, and even the automobile, 
her competitors and must adjust her- 
self accordingly. There must be three 
ingredients: artistic realization, sat- 
isfaction to yourself, and an under- 
standing of the public tastes. I am 
at last arriving at such a combina- 
tion in opera, I believe. It is an

HE thoughtful reader may

It should 
stimulate bird lovers forthwith to 
make up the necessary sum for the 
Hudson memiéorial. The greatest 
need of birds in london is protec- 
tion from disturbance at breeding 
time; and this is especially felt by 
warblers and other species which 
nest in low. undergrowth.

engaged in a wild scramble from. the 
feudal system to the twentieth cen- 
tury, words are still things, so that 
eur shop-worn democratic phrases 
are real and deadly. You behold there 
the West and all its works as habit 
and satiety have not biurred them; 
you realize how exciting a water 
faucet and a suit of ready-made 
clothes must once have been. You 
lose the decadent sense of the ma- 
chine as a standardizer and as op- 
presso~ in sharing the wonder of men 
to whom the machine is a dream and 
a deliverer. 

“The West"’ for the Balkans is 
Western America more than Wes- 
tern Europe. That may be because 
physically the Balkan peninsula- is 
vaguely like the American wilder- 
ness. In traveling across those wide, | 
raw. sparsely settled plains, one has 
the feeling that as American cities 
have more family resemblance to; 
German than to English, French or 
italian cities, so the Balkan country- 
side is more suggestive of America 
of the pioneers than any. other part 
of Europe: lt is unfenced, unfin- 
ished, waiting to be tamed, Its vil- 
“lage struggle. flimsy and temporary 
as ours, few and far apart. Here, 
where nothing but history has ever 
been made, history has left hardly 
more traces thau the mound-builder 
and the Indian bequeathed to us. 
Any political economy that does not 
feal with these struggling young 
States as frontier jiand, forever 
guarding Europe from Asia, forever 
precarious camping ground, squatted 
in rather than inhabited, misses the 
erux of the Balkan situation. They 
are frontiers that have never be- 
come safe and settled; they have 
been ‘{fighting Indians’’ so long that 
it is am ineradicable habit. 

They are fascinating to watch be- 
cause from the squatter stage, with- 
out any intermediate steps, they are 
suddenly trying to grow. up to us! 
The Balkan capitals are a queer 

- overlay of American Western town 
on Turkish village. Belgrade, for 
instance, was destroyed 80 
iimes before it was shelled by the 
Austdans ten years ago, that from 
the knees up it is newer than Okla- 
homa. {t is in process of furious 
construction, shooting ito the air 
at tremendous pace, completely 
jorgetting its dirty feet and broken

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American. It is paved as the Turks 
pave, with mud and casual cobhble- 
stones, and typifies a Balkan ten- 
dency to start building somewhere 
above the ground. An eminent 
American engineer waits in Belgrade 
with elaborate plans for a railroad 
that will connect the capital and all 
the untapped territory between with 
an Adriatic port. That railroad is a 
prime necessity if the Kingdom of 
the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes is to 
gain any benefit from the success of 
her immemorial struggle for outlets 
on the sSea.. Yet while banks rise 
glorious at every corner in Belgrade, 
while Government buildings go up 
as fast as Governments go down 
while the resources of the land are 
so great that an English banker told 
me it is the best field for investment 
in Central Europe, the engineer 
keeps on waiting for money to build 
the highroads and railways without 
which the country can get nowhere. 

Ali the Balkan capitals incline to 
put up walls ahead of foundations. 
They are like nothing so much as 
Western boom towns, growing at a 
rate surpassing the prospectuses of 
California boosters, and utterly over- 
whelmed by their own size. They 
have more than doubled their popu- 
lation since the war; Belgrade 
Bucharest are capitals of enormously 
enlarged countries and Athens and 
Sofia are congested with refugees. 
None of them has water, gas, elec- 
tric. power, housing facilities or 
transportation at all adequate to the 
increased -demands. A little while 
ago an American pilgrim wrote a 
spirited the Balkan 
covery of bathtub. Now the 
traveler finde plenty of tubs but no 
water to make them serviceable. At 
the best-plumbed hotels his bathing 
habits are strictly regulated. 

Typical American suburbs, rows of 
little white houses with ‘‘sun par- 
lors,"* flung together while you wait 
on streets staked off overnight in the 
fields, sprout up around Bucharest, 
the ‘‘Paris of the Balkans,”’ liveliest 
and brightest, as Belgrade is the 
dourest and darkest of the five capi- 


many | tals. There is even a golf club in 


the most familiar American style, 
with the same wicker and chintz in 
the living room as may be found in 
the country club on the outskirts 
of any American town. It is spon- 
sored by another. American, an  en- 
terprising ex-service man, who also 





hoots In its eagerness to be tall and 


waits, as American enterprise waits 





in every Balkan capital, this time 
for payment for the rolling stock 
advanced to the Rumanian Govern- 
ment by the Baldwin Locomotive 
Company. One can even see ‘‘Ham- 
let” in Bucharest, with an investi- 
ture as modern as Edmond Jones, 
and an audience larger than the 
American midland ever offers to 
Shakespeare, just as in Belgrade one 
can enjoy the very latest and murki- 
est of Russian operas, a perform- 
ance only less good than the Metro- 
politan’s, in a royal opera too rem- 
iniscent of the old Unionville Opera 
House. 

It is Sofia, however, a capital only 
since the 70s, and built for the most 
part after that time, that most re- 
minds the wandering American of 
home. Sofia is of the brick-front, 
mansard and gabled stodginess of 
the mid-Amerfean period. The Bul- 
gars are not Teutonic. They are 
more Balkan than any of the Balkan 
peoples. But they certainly take 
after the Germans as patently as we 
do and as the R used to 
take after the French. ‘Their capi- 
tal is almost well paved with os- 
tentatious mustard-colored brick. It 
has public buildings of the old court 
house type. It has wide squares 


and}and a city pian, an ethnographical 


museum that records the  multi- 
colored story of Macedonia in em- 
broidery, and a church, built to com- 
memorate Russian aid in freeing 
Bulgaria from the Turks, that far 
outshines any other building on the 
peninsula. With that dazzling mar- 
ble memorial, hardly yet competed, 


dis- | Sofia makes the most grandiloquent, 


and just now the most 
gesture of any Balkan city. 

Athens is a new town, too, of 
American store fronts and ivory 
villas, sprawling and overcrowded 
like the rest, as dusty affa@ water- 
thirsty as a settlement in Arizona. 
But Athens is lifted by the Acropo- 
lis, by its hauhted hilis, by its in- 
effable sky that Has colored ali the 
poetry of the world, to the height 
of a city that. belongs to.no country. 
The Greek is more and 
intentionally American than any of 
his neighbors, but his capital resists 
his ambition. Athens will never ~-be 
only a Balkan. town imitating a 
Western city. 

Yet the Greeks, like the Balkan 
Slavs, iike the Latin Rumanians, 
like the Tartars and Turks and other 


ironic, 





ancient tribes camped together in 





fhe lower. Danubian basin, are ail 
groping toward the ideal of progress 
expressed in steel and concrete and 
height, in assembling plants and 
public schools, in motor cars, store 
clothes and money. They, too, who 
have always lived by growing wheat 
and rye, currants and tobacco, po- 
tatoes and hogs, begin to insist on 
exchanging their products for ‘‘civi- 
lization."’ 

For one curious to witness that 
“‘civilization’’ in process of being 
applied, like any quick-drying p:as- 
ter; for one interested in a process 
still more enthralling, the conflict 
between the old blood and the new 
dream, between the pan-Slavism 
which was the historic ideal of Bal- 
kan emancipation and the desire for 
the American machitiery of life, 
which now seems more emancipat- 
‘Ing, sightseeing in the Balkans is 
far more thrilling than researches in 
the Valley of the Kings or studies in 
the painted history of the Louvre or 
the Uffizi. 

Moscow, gazing across Ba:kan 
fields to the southern seas from 
which she is banished, invokes the 
old pan-Slav slogans to rally the 
Siavs to a Communist federation. 
And the Balkan Slavs turn from the 
steppes and their kindred to consider 
the American prairie, humming 
with flivvers and tractors and the 
social telephone. They have heard 
of two kinds of democracy, one from 
Nicoiai- Lenin and the other from 
Woodrow Wilson. Both mean get- 
ting more than they have—more 
education, more machinery, more 
meat, more ease, more self-respect. 
But the Americans seem somehow to 
have achieved what the Soviets 
proniise. 

Thus the first question among the 
many sizzling in the Balkans is as 


to which ideai of democracy will | 


win, the one preached by Kansas 
and the sage of Emporia, or the 
milennium offered by Moscow 
through Raditch in Croatia and 
through Christo Kabaktchieff in 
Bulgaria. The American farmer is 
the unconscious protagonist in a far- 
away battle. More now than at 
Lexington and Concord, he is. heard 
round the world. But what is he 
saying? The Balkans understand 
“‘farm blocs’’ and political agrarian- 
‘ism, but they cannot understand 
them among people who have what

the parks where these are kept), all 
need to be excluded. 

In newly formed sanctuaries, there 
is usually need of providing dense 
cover, but it is worth remembering 
that birds avoid biack, hollow thick- 
ets, so that, as the plantations grow 
Sider, clearing may become neces- 
sary. If safe breeding grounds are 
provided in sanctuaries, many birds 
will tend to spread through London 
as well as other cities when the 
nesting season is over. There is, 
too, added hope for the insect eaters 
in the gradually increasing purity of 
the London air. 

Hudson, in his book on “Birds in 
London,"’ expands at great length 
en this important idea of protection 
and gives a list of birds which have 
died out: 

“Fortunately two species, the 
thrush and the blackbird, are in- 
creasing in the open, as well as oth- 
ers. * * * The robin and the hedge- 
sparrow require protection when 
breeding; they are dying out for 
want of it, and doubtless will in- 
crease again whenever the park au- 
thorities will think proper to give 
it." This bird lover gives in place 
of those which have — decreased, 
others which have greatly increased, 
as the ring-dove and the. moor hen. 
Also, ‘however we may be success- 
ful in adding to the number of our 
songsters, the sparrow will always 
be more numerous than ail the other 
species together, and on account of 
his abundance he will be the more 
preyed upon. One day, in April, 
while walking rapidly the length of 
one walk in a London park, I count- 
ed 118 nests. There couid not have 
been fewer than 1,000 nests in the 
whole park. The entire sparrow 
Population of London may be as 
much as two or three millions. * * * 
Fortunately most of the increase of 
these go to the cats—the increase 
numbering six millions. The cat is 


‘| the sparrows’ sole enemy.’’ 


Of sanctuaries, this observer of the 
habits of birds says: ‘‘It would be 
hard anywhere in the rural districts 
to find a more perfect sanctuary in 
@& small space than that of Caen 
Wood at Hampstead. Although at 
the side of the swarming heath, it 
is really wild, since for long years 
it has been free from the landscape 
gardener, with his pretty conven- . 
tions, and the gamekeeper and hen- 
wife with their persecutions; within 
its green shade, all is fresh as in 
any leafy retreat a hundred miles 
from town. And here the wild crea- 
tures find a refuge. * * * Even in 
the daytime you will find the wood- 
owt dozing in the deep twilight of a 
holly-bush growing in the shade of 
a huge oak or elm. High up on the 
trees at least half a dozen pairs of 
carrion crows have their nests; and 
occasionally all the birds gather at 
one spot and fill the entire wood 
with their tremendous’ excited cries: 

“The moor hen and the wood- 
pigeon also flourish and, in a greater 
degree, the miissel-thrush, throstle 
and blackbird. In this wood I have 
counted forty-three breeding species: 
and not only is the ‘variety great, 
but many of our best songsters. 
residents and migrants, are sv 
humerous that at certain times in 
Spring, when the birds are most 
vocal, you may hear at this spot as 
fine a concert of sweet voices as in

of seven years in prison, before the 
expiration of which he died. His 
two predecessors, Persat and Font- 
olive, had been less fortunate, for 
both had paid for their temerity on 
the scaffold. 

Henri Herbert, the fifth to attempt 
to pass himself off as the murdered 
prince, was a man of better educa- 

-tion. He presented himself under 
the title of Louis Charles de Bour- 
bon, Duc de Normandie, at the 
court in Austria in 1818, but he was 
not received kindly. After spending 
several years in an Austrian prison 
he entered France in 1826, under the 
name of Herbert. A year later he 
made his appearance in Paris and 
quickly collected a small following of 
dupes who believed in his claim to be 
the son of Louis XVI. Emboldened 
by this e of , he made 
a formal appeal to the Chamber of 
Peers, but without success.‘ 

The Revolution of 1830 gave him 
the opportunity fer which he had 
been waiting, and he pressed his 
claim with renewed vigor. In a book 
which he published about that date 
he said that A doctor conveyed him 
as a child out of the Tempie in 
the body of a toy horse, espe- 
cially made for the purpose, having 
previously placed in his cell a 
drugged and dying child of very sim- 
lar appearance, whom he had con- 
veyed thither by the same means. 
He related that the worthy doctor 
carried him off to Belgium in an- 
other wooden steed, harnessed with 
three flesh-and-blood companions to 
one of the cumbersome coaches of 
the period. In Belgium, he declared, 
he had been placed under the pro- 
tection of the famous Prince de 
Condé, who, for some reason that he 

* did not trouble to explain, chose to 
keep the identity of his young charge 
a secret from his. fellow-exiles. 

_ This book certain other activ- 
ities led to his arrest in the Autumn 
of 1833. After an exhaustive trial 
he was condemned to imprisonment 
for twelve years. Having served a 
few months of that term, he escaped 
and remained abrvead until 1840, 
when, taking advantage of an am- 
nesty for political offenders, he re- 
turned to Paris. On the downfall of 
the “Citizen King” eight years later 
he appealed to the National Assem- 
bly, but his appeal was not treated 
very seriously by that body. Seven 
years afterward he died. 

While Herbert was thus vainly gt- 
tempting to establish his claim to the 
throne of France, two rival “‘Dau- 
phins” appeared. The first of these, 
Kari Naundorf, may be dismissed 





without further notice. The other 
was Eleazar Williams, a half-breed 
American Indian, commonly regarded 
asthe ninth son of Thomas Wil- 
Hams, or Thorakwaneken, the chiéef 
of one of the Iroquois tribes. 

~, When first he posed as the rightful 
occupant of the French throne, he 
was a missionary among the Oneida 
Indians in Wisconsin, an office 
which, be it said to his credit, he dis- 
charged faithfully for the next quar- 
ter of a century. 

His story was that he was acci- 
dentally struck on the head with a 
stone flung by a companion in sport 
one day. Shortly afterward, he as- 
serted, he began to remember many 
incidents connected with his child- 
hood which seemed to be entirely in- 
consistent with the identity generally 
ascribed to him. One of the inci- 
dents he recollected was sitting on 
the knees of a very beautiful lady, 
clad in a rich dress with a stately 
train, who wept bitterly over him. 
These vivid’ and inexplicable recol- 
lections, coupled with the fact that 
he bere a somewhat striking like- 
ness to the Bourbons, finally led him 
to the conclusion that he must be 
none other than the lost son of Louis 
XVI. and Marie Antoinette. 

Was this conclusion a true one? 
It is impossible to reject it as clear- 
ly ridiculous, though it is equally 
— to regard it as well found- 


Stefan Mali (Stephen the Little), 
ruler of Montenegro for nearly a 
decade during, the latter part of the 
eighteenth century, was a pretender 
to royal birth who enjoyed an ex- 
ceptional measure of success-in car- 
rying out his deception. Appearing 
in that country from no one knew 
where in 1767, he boldly asserted 
that he was the Czar Peter III. of 
Russia, who five years before had 
met a mysterious end. So frank and 
confident was his bearing that no 


truth of his claim; 

than one person who had seen Peter 
declared that he recognized in his 
features those of the Russian mon- 
arch. The Montenegrins were in 
need of a strong hand at the helm of 
state. Their hereditary ruler, Viad- 
ika Sava, who spent the earlier part 
of his life in a monastery, was ill

trage), though always a bit hazard- 
ous, lends itself to large profits if 
skillfully handled. In the old days 
of pre-war cable speed in New York 
arbitrage was quite the fashion 
there among international bankers of 
European antecedents and training. 
Necessitating, however, perfect tele- 
graphic facilities as well as enor- 
mous capital, it suffered a setback 
in 1914 from which in America it has 
never fully recovered. In Paris it is 
engaged in to afi even greater de- 
gree, although at present the market 
has narrowed down to sterling, dol- 
lars, lire and francs—the Allies’ 
currencies. 

And it is in this three-cornered 
game that the nations today are, 
through their bankers, engaging. op 
the floor of the Paris Bourse. Each 
country tries to prevent the cheapen- 
ing of its own currency when other 
nations attempt to dump it on the 
market. And when, as has often 
happened, England, Germany or the 
United States tries by selling in 
large quantities fo hammer down the 
franc, it forces France, no matter 
how. great the sacrifice, to absorb 
these offerings and keep up the value 
of her franc. It was in one of these 
crises that the house of Morgan re- 
cently came to the aid of France. A 
lowered value, as every one knows, 
in comparison with outside curren- 
eles, means higher prices at home as 
well as abroad; and France has 
learned it to her sorrow.. 

So it is with a clear head, alert- 
ness and quick action that_a for- 
eign exchange broker in Paris can, 
by the manipulation of a very few 


million francs routed via London 
and America drop the Paris cur- 
rency several points. He can as 
quickly in a few short rounds jack 
it up to his eventual profit. Whereas 
the New York broker must sit all 
day long at his switchboard waiting 
and calling, the Paris brother pum- 
mels his currency in the open. Hach 
in turn the markets lead the game. 

For, as the Paris Bourse closes 
shortly after 3 o'clock, the New 
York market, five hours away, opens 
-with its 10 o’clock gong. Echoes of 


Paris straggler of the first quota- 
tion. And like wildfire it goes over 
Paris that the franc has strength- 
ened up in New York. Sometimes 
the hiatus is a wide one, and 
then the brokers of Coulisse and 
Bourse, who have left their purchase 
for the morrow, wear a worried look 
as they stroll off to their banks, 
Not for long, however, do they 
wear this worried look or study over 
the reasons or consequences of the 
advance.

_ interested spectator of events 
from the first, suddenly took a hand 
in the game. She sent to the hard- 
pressed ‘mountaineers a large supply 
of arms and other war 
which enabled them to continue the 
struggle; but with this consignment 
came a letter in which Stefan was 
formally denounced as an impostor 
and a Russian envoy to see that the 
information was not ignored. 

Stefan admitted the charge and 
was at once thrown into prison. 
Prince Dolgourouki, the Russian en- 
voy, however, quickly perceived that 
this woula not do at all, as without 
the presence of their trusted leader 
the Montenegrins would stand small 
chance of carrying on the war 
against the Turks successfully. He 
therefore took a step as shrewd as it 
was unusual. Releasing the prisoner, 
he agreed to recognize him as Re- 
gent, an arrangement which Stefan, 
a born opportunist, was very ready 
to accept. He took his place at the 
head of affairs once more, and con- 
tinued to govern Montenegro with the 
countenance of Russia until 1774, 
when the dagger of an assassin ter- 
minated his romantic career.

If you. would sell at Les Halles—and 
that-Is the only way you may dispose of 
foodstuffs in.

From him he is even said to be 
descended, for when the Castrioti in ‘the 
third quarter of: the fifteenth century 
were driven out. by the ‘Turks, and lost 
their country’s freedom with their own, 
some of them went. to Calabria in 
Southern Italy, where their descendahts 
continued to dwell. While, not losing 
the most worthy parts of their national 
characteristics, they -became .ornaments 
in Italian social, political’ and profes- 
sional life. Another part of ‘the Cas- 
trioti were taken. by the Turks to 
Adrianople, and therein’ the neighbor- 
ing ‘town of Kyteza; Fan Stylian Noli 
was born about thirty-five years ago. 
He studied for the priesthood of the 
Greek Orthodox Church and when still a 
very young man was admitted into that 
congregation. This was about 1905. «In 
19U8 he was living in“Boston.” ‘\ 


Made Bishop in America. 


How he became Bishop of the new Sask 
of the Albanian Orthodox ‘Church I will 
let Constantine A. -Chekrezi-relate. Mr. 
Chekrezi_ was the Albanian Commissioner 
to the United States. before Washington 
recognized Albania as a ‘political entity 
and sent Ulysses Grant-Smith to Tirana 
as the first American Plénipotentiary. 
According to Mr. Chekrezi, the initiative 
for the. formation of the independent 
Albanian Church came from enlightened 
Albanians in America, who,.about twen- 
ty years ago, founded the‘‘Motherland,”’ 
an organization intended to ‘kéep alive 
the best in Albanian -cuiture, : its: litera- 
ture and languagé, and its unvanquished 
national ideals, They ‘were moat of them 
secessionists from the wealthy Albanian 
colony of Rumania. » They. all belonged 
to the Orthodox Greek Communion and 
were consequently, in their religion, un- 
der. the authority. of the aoe ner 
at Constantinople,
